This s[)ot is not hinjjer than the 
lie^t^ent's park in Loudon, but. it is 
said lo have swallowed nj), and still 
holds im|)erislial)ly nearly a thou- 
sand millions of treasure. 

It wa.s al)out fifty years a^yo that 
the attention of the then ozar of 
Hussia was called to this deposit 
by (ioneral Ivan I'rovitehski, a 
mathermatician and aMti(jii)i)'y, 
who had spent ten j'ears of his life 
iu Turkey. He had with ffreat 
patience and sagacity employ(!d his 
time while in Ck)nstantiiu)j)l(> in 
making a curious calculation of tint 
amotint of buried tr(>asure in tlui 
old Herajflio and llic* Turbehs of 
that city. 

lie camo to the astoundinjj; con- 
dtiHioii that in the seven tombs of 
the sultans in the AI-Meidoii and 
the nine other resting places of the 
caliphs scattered about, there was 
buried in tlw^ sliap<! of gold and jtre- 
cious gems the enormous amount

at large, but the world at large wns 
not intended to share tlie secret, 
whi«!li was guarded most cai-efully, 
but it was iniid(« credible to men 
who were familiar with Moham- 
medan custom by l*rovil<rliski's cir- 
cumstantial data and profonnd in- 
vestigation. Ho Imsed his calcu- 
lations upon the preserved accounts 
of Mahinud tli<* Hc^former, who was 
buri«(d with all his possessions, in- 
cluding a skull full of diiunonils 
said to have b(>en (^xactinl as a ran- 
som from a I'eisian monarch. 

The Htat'i records of the burial 
set Provitchski to work investigat- 
ing, and he found tliat the custom 
«)f burying the pcrsoinil W(>alth of 
(wudi sultan ha<l been generally 
carried out ever since. There was 
o(Tl(Mal record that the great Mogul 
diamond of COO karats was «(iitoml)- 
nd with the Hiiltan Mohmud in 
1751), and the Selim HI, was a year 
before his clival h <'onverling all his 
available wealth into gol<l, so as to 
take it with him when he d«>parlcd. 

From Osman I, to Abudi I lam id 
there had Ix'cn thirty-four snltans, 
and twelve of them, at least, swe|)t 
their incalculable treiisuro with 
them into the grave*, wheie they 
have lain ever since, preserved 
from despoliation by a superstition 
that greed has not yet be«>n al)l(! to 
defy. 

It was this su|M>istition that pre- 
Hetve<l tothe mansolcum tlm riches 
of the sidtans even when thos" sul- 
tJiDS wen* beheaded l)y tlutir own 
janissaries, for when the mobs 
broke into the treasury and il(»si»oil- 
ed the valimble I'ugs and |)aint:ings 
and defaced the architectural beau- 
ty, they sank back dismayed at the 
tombs of Uie caliphs. 



arch in European, and \^\i\ liistori- 
ans of his own land have not he- 
sitated to say that \\\\ abdicatcxl to 
save his wealth. Hut that wealth 
nevei' pass(*d out of Constiiidinople, 
and l)ut a small part of it wont 
directly to his siK^cessor, Ahmed 
HI. 

Among the plunder that was 
brought to Constantinople in the 
early Hyzantine wars, Provitchski 
plac(>s the great diainond of 
Chosroes, "The (harden of l<Mre," 
said to hav(* b(*en the largest and 
most valuable gem known to the 
ancient world, and (o have been 
taken from Jornsalem by Chosrix^s, 
where it had originally shone in the 
breastplate of Solomon's high 
l)ri(>st. This diamoM<l disainamred 
at the death of Mustaitha H., and 
one I'ersiaii poet has declared that 
Ik* took it with him to Paradise to 
present it to Mahomet. 



During the reign of Mustai)ha H., 
in the (Mirly jiart of the eightecMith 
century, there was known to be in 
th«i royal treasure at least fi.OOO 
historic scimotars, the handles of 
which w<>re studdc<l with all manner 
of precious stones. Some of Mio 
Weapons had com** s«<'ro<lly down 
from the time of Mahomet, anil had 
been worn iu the wars of Islam by 
the greatest of generals. 

Mustaphall., a sordid voluptu- 
ary gave Ids whole leign to th(> ac- 
<Miinnlalion of riches, selling all the 
))nbli(; ofllces to the highest l»idd<'r 
and exa(;ting bhu^kmail from all the 
merchants of his provincoH by a 
threat of the bowstring and the 
charge of disloyalty. There is a 
tradition tliat he ruiniMl 10,000 
Wealthy tradesmen, and consented 
to s|)are their lives oidy wlu>n they 
had emptied at his f<«et. the last 
ronlnant of thoir possessions. 
When ho abdiealed, in 170.'5, lie 
was said to be the wealthiest nion- 1 



Provitchski also traces the Cra- 
manian pearl bolts of Cleopatra to 
this same city, and tin* whole sot t>f 
agato goblets and turquoise cups 
that wer(> originally the property of 
Ilaroun-al-Ras(:hi(l of storied me- 
mory. He <leclari's that t,he two 
gohlen swans of Corinth were 
among the treasures and the sacred 
girdle of Daphne, from Antio(di. 
11(* even included the sarcod bull 
slulTed with the gems of Alexan- 
dria, that was (captured from the 
Mamelukes of Egypt and j)la<!ed in 
the old Seraglio. Ho tells that, 
(piito aside from tin* sacred roli(!B 
wrung fiom tlu* cliovaliors of 
Rhodes and the Ci'usaders, there 
won* chests uj)on chests of English 
and Normandy make that had 
bought tho raiiHomsof Ihe captured 
soldiers of the cross. 

(ireowv l"<litt»^ KiO'l>t,_iiaa*iujk, 
Spain and Italy were Tie vast ated by 
these marauders for more than ten 
colli uri«'S in order to enrich this 
slorelious<> of plunder on tho (iold- 
en Horn, and Do Amicis, standing 
ill the Seraglio only 11fte<>n yoai-s 
ago, declares that the blaze of gems 
set into saddles and that he was 
shown tiny stilettos whose begt*m- 
iiio<l liaiidleH and (*ase,s represented 
the ruin of whole provinces. 

When it is considered that the 
succoKsiTo sultans have not he- 
sitated to raid the treasury with 
di\ ino right wlien(>ver their greed 
prompted, and that wlia,t<'vor pass- 
ed into I ho jiossession' of tho c»li|)li 
was carried with him to Paradise*, 
one can see thai there has be(*ii for 
twelve <!enturies a pretty steady 
str(*am of the worhl's iTcasures go- 
ing nndorgroiiiKl at> Consttintino|)le. 
Th(>re is one s])ot, the NtMcopolis of 
Syub, which is l,ho consecrated 
ground of the Osmans, which would 
alTord a )>r(*tly rich placo to a 
marauding landing fon*«* of Rus- 
sians, who might not show any 
more r(*specl for tho consecrated 
ground than tin* early liritisli sol- 
di(*is did for tlie East Indian tem- 
ples. 

It has l)e<>n estimated that the 
jiresent Sultan is worth in his own 
light #;J00,{)0O,0l)O. Unreliable as 
1 lies** estimates are, owing to the 
fact' that no one can tell how much 
of this wealth is <'oiivertible, the 
inf(>ronco is safe* tliat^ he must, be 
jKissossed of an almost incalonlabh* 
fortune, and there is every reason 
to b(*li(*ve that it is less in amount 
than that of souk* of his predeces- 
sors, who in their grasping and ac- 
([iiiring wor(> unrestrained by the 
public opinion of Kurojie. 

We road that one of those pro- 
d(*cossors was buried in gold armor, 
and of another that had his wealth 
packed around him in a gold sarco- 
phagus, but tIi(*ro is not a s<*rai) of 
<>vi<lonce or tra<litions to show that 
any one of those tombs was rilled, 
(*V(*n by the mutinous .jaiii.ssarii s, 
though tli(*ro is a story that a slndl 
fell into the burial gnmnd of the 
Osmans in 1770, when 1h(> Russians 
were threaleiiiiig the city, and 
turned up a shower ot golden coins 
and gems, wlii(*h — and this is the 
Turkish side of it -the caliph or- 
der(*d shovelled back again, and 
the t,ask was accomplishecl by the 
guard without the loss of a dia- 
mond. If Turkey had a Duma^i wo 
can see how the burioil wealth of 
her soil would outshine the fables 
of tho '"J'houNand and One 
Nights." 



That brings us to another point. 
Provitcliski estimates that since 
Osman I. there have been iu Con- 



slnntinoplo 7,')0,000 Seraglio Sul- 
tans, and of that number ,'')0,000 
w<*ro successive favorites, anti were 
loaded with costly jewels by their 
masters. Those " 50,000, if they 
were faithful, were allowed to carry 
their private jewels with them to 
another world, on the theory that 
th(*y might buy their atlmission 
into Paradise. Hut if they were 
unfaithful, their possessions were 
stripped from I hem and th«»y were 
thouKsolves Sbwn uj) in sacks and 
cast naked into tlu* l$osj)horu8. 

Elsewhere in tin* world men have 
buried thefr treasures only in mo- 
iiMMits of panic before they HeU 
from the invad(>r. There is pl(*nty 
of hi(ld(>ii wealth in tho old palaces 
ol India, where one rajah lied be- 
fore another, and the Incas of Peru 
and M(v\ico turned their possessions 
into hidden crypts when tli<> Span- 
ish conqueror came. Hut hen* in 
Turkey deiith <*xacted a regular 
tarilT for centuries. Provitchski is 
<iuite sure that llu* store of aroha*- 
ological r(>li«'s is far richer in (\)n- 
stantinople than anywhere else i\i 
th(> world, and insists that it has 
been preserved inviolate against all 
the storms of eon<pn>st, like the 
tomb of David in .lerusalem. In 
fact, he insists that the old Serag- 
lio is the only musoiiin of antiqui- 
ties now in tin* world. — ^im Crin- 
kle ill the Netv York U'orld.

There are many strange things 
about beat's whi(*h have j)uz/.U*d tlio 
most observant backwoodsmen. 

l-'or exam[)lo, nobody has ever 
salisfaotorily (*xplniiHMl why a b(>ar 
bites certain trees when he is travel- 
ing. The trees may bo (ivo or live 
htiridri'H -^«M«4»». rn m ny f rnm hie line 
of travel, but h"e never fails to go 
t)ut «(f his way and bite a pi<>ce out 
of llioiii. Tre<'s are soiiiotimes 
found that liavt> iilmosl been billon 
in two by boars which have thus 
stopped atul chewed them. 

When the black bear is serious, 
he- is very serious, but the other 
side lo his nature is more often 
seen. Ho has a strong fund of 
humor, add a keen sense of the 
ridiculous, and can always bo 
dopendod u|)on to afford fun and 
amusenuMit. 

At lirst sight, one would hardly 
sujipose this to be tho oi\tn\ Then* 
is nothing about Ihe appearance of 
a bear to make people laugh. On 
tho oiuitrary, ho is grave, digniliod 
and Itionghtful-looking, and might 
rather be taken for a tragedian 
than for a low comedian. 

Innumerable stories have beeii 
told of this ui-sino characteristic, 
and it is not necessary to invent 
them either. Whether in captivity 
or in native wilds, the bear is 
comical, only il is better to let him 
have his fun with his own kin. 

What seems fun to him, might 
not wirike some of us that way. 

A benevolent -iiatu red man once 
came* among the bear hunters of 
Norlliorii Ponn.sylvania, and fold 
them tiial although lie had never 
been brought into contact with 
bears, he studied what books and 
newspapers saiil about them.

A looker on can enjoy a good 
laugh over a bear's comicalities, es- 
pecially a young bear. A hunter 
onco raised two cnbs, the mother of 
which he had killed. There were 
exceedingly funny little folh)ws, 
afid one day they were skylarking 
about the cabin. A barrel, half 
filled with rain-water, stood near 
1)3'. One of the bears reste<l his 
fore-paws on the top and looked in.

He learned 
the trade of a printer and his hard 
work along this line was rewarded 
by an appointment as superin- 
tendent of the Printing Department 
of the Nebraska State Institute for 
the Deaf and Dumb.

Klein of the compliments and good 
wishes of their friends, while the 
young couple maintained their end 
of the eonversjition by means of 
their knowledge of tiie sign-lan- 
guage.

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Il has been exactly half a oen- 
tuiy since Uncle Sam has been a 
party of a treaty of jieace. Within 
thai time many new chajiters have 
beon added lo the laws of diplo- 
ma<'y. Furthermore, just as we 
have done in our conduct of the 
war, we will establish many i)re- 
eedents of tho method of its con- 
clusion. 

Our peace coinmi.ssioners to treat 
with S[)ain will rank as envoys ex- 
traordinary. The President is not 
limited as to who they shall be or 
how many he may appoint. Neither 
will it be necessary for him to 
select the same nuinl>er as com- 
missirmed by our enemy. None of 
our treaties of peace lias thus far 
been signed by a commis.sion equal- 
ly divided as to number. Our 
[M!ace commissioners may be men 
of inferior rank and ability be com- 
missioned. It was charged that 
England endeavored to display her 
contempt for us by ap{>ointing men 
of little conHequen<;e to act for her 
in the treaty of Ghent, whieli closed 
the war of 1812, 

Our peace commissioiih Mms far 
have included our most distinguish- 
ed diplomats, a .Sj)eaker of the 
House of Kepres<!ntatives, an ex- 
L' nited Stat,<! senat/jr, a chief clerk 
of the state dejiartnient, and a 
:\t,\7A',tt from private life. In 1814 
the senate rejected Albert Gallatin, 
api>oint*!d on the rjommission t<j 
close the sec<md war with Great 
Britain, because he was then Secre- 
tary re-appointed ari<l confirmed. 
Precedent will permit Mr. Mc- 
Kinley to represent both of the 
great political parties on this com- 
mis-jion, if it consists of more than 
one. There is no strict rule as to 
the place of meeting during the 
preparatimi of the treaty. In the 
usual order of diplomatic events 
a neutral state would be selected, 
but a precedent contrary Ui this 
was established for us in 1848, 
when the treaty concluding the 
.Mexican war was signed in Mexican 
territory. 

The i)eac,e commission will have 
attached t.o the sec/etary, with s<;v- 
eral assistants, j)rivato secretaries, 
stenographers, interpreter and mes- 
s<;ngers. The meeting place will 
probably not be within either an 
American or Spanish embassy or 
legation. In 1814, at (4hent, the 
British commissioners invited our 
representatives to me«',t them at the 
British l.iegation in that city, but 
our coniiiiiHsioi) refused the hospi- 
tality, and the long delilierations 
previous t-o the signing of the treaty 
ti»ok place in a hotel, 1'he first 
'iii'i-ting of the eommissionei-s will 
o|,iii with a cerernonifHis exchange 
of credentials, each commissioned' 
on either side showing his |)ower 
certified to in writing by his Minis- 
ter of For' ■■•■■ ^T..;-- '■•■ "^'.fretary 
of State. 

The cre<ir;iiii;ti.s oi oui commis- 
sioners will be modest typewritten 
sheets, while thos<; of Spanish corn- 
missioners will be very elaborate! 
and vertK>.se, giving at length the 
full title of each holder. The first 
named of our commissioners, who 
will act as president and chief 
Hjjokesman for his <leli-gation, will 
pir)bably begin the practical part 
of the negotiations by reading at 
Uingth the demands and ultimatum 
of President McKlnley. An ad- 
journment will then be taken, pro- 
'v until the following day, to 
() the spokesman of the Span- 
ihli t^ide to take time to communicate 
to his home government by cable, 
if necessary, and prepare bis rei)Iy 
and the translation of it. A firm 
demand as to t,errif,orial distribu- 
tion and the continuance of the war 
up to the ratification of the treaty 
will redur;e parleying and diplo- 
matic fencing to a minimum. 
Should Spain refuse our demands 
there will doubtless be an adjourn- 
ment of the commission, the two 
l.'^^ations returning home and re-

The (lages will he bound 
t9geth*!r with silk "batiy" ril)t)on, 
both cuidsof which will be brought 
around over the last i»age, h«viring 
the signatures of the commission- 
ers, and sealed with the- same wax 
as will be jilaced opposite each 
name. The signal nns will be in a 
column running Ien;zlhwise with 
the page. Each American commis- 
sioner will do well to take with him 
on his mission a handsome seal 
ring, A peace commissioner is 
permitted to use his i)ersonal seal 
opposite his signature. These im- 
pnjssions will be to the left of the 
signatures, in red wax. The Span- 
iards' seals will doubtlc: c be very 
elaborate, bearing th.ir family 
coat-of-arms. Our commissioners, 
on the other hand, will doubtless 
be traditionally democrat!*-, and use 
seals bearing simply their mono- 
grams. In our first two pc^ace 
trefUies, however, this modesty 
does not seem to have betMi display- 
ed by our commissioners, who evi- 
dently vied with their foreign col- 
laborators in respect to insignia of 
herahlry. The seal of Henry Clay 
upon the treaty of Ghent was an ex- 
ception U) this, yet above i,he Old 
English " H. C." is a faint trace 
of some heraldic emblem. 

The treaty of peace; having been 
signed, it need not even then be 'ac- 
cepted by tho President unless it 
thoroughly satisfies him. If it is 
consistent with his in^tructifms lo 
the commissifiners, he will im- 
mediately transmit it to the senate, 
convened i)robably in s[»eeial ses- 
sion for the occasion. The* direct 
representative of the jieople will 
have to vote ujwn it, and, therefore, 
will have no hand in the conclusion 
of the war. The senate's delibera- 
tions prior U) ratification of the last 
treaty of fieace lasted three weeks. 
Some interesting discussions are 
bound to occur pending ratification 
of the forthcoming treaty. By the 
stands they will take for and against 
so-called "impeiralism" senators 
will be the first legislators to lay 
what doubtless will be foundation 
stones for brand-new political 
divisions in thofu'iue. After hav- 
ing been referred to l,Ii • commit tre 
on foreign relations, the treaty will 
be printed, and considered, if 
necessary, behind closed doors. 
On the final vote, two-thirds of the 
s<;nators prestMit will bt; neccRsary 
to ratify it. Then the final step in 
the making of peace will bo the 
proclamation of the treaty by the 
president. 

Directly following the formal pro- 
clamation of i)eaoe will c*)ine the 
interesting ceremony of binding 
Porif) liieo fast t*> llie union, and 
of establishing our bases els«!where. 
For these operations much more 
red tape must bo used. C^nlil con- 
gress formally decbtres Porto Itico 
a territory of the Unite<l Slates, its 
old municipal laws, such ns affect 
I)rivate rights and profierly, ■.', ill 
doubtless l»e allowed to rionliniie in 
force, as well as those relating to 
the punishment of crime. Such of 
the original local officials s*!rving 
under Spanish rule as agree t.o sup- 
port our principles 'H no<loubl be 
ret.aiued tem|)orarily i: office under 
authority of the inilitar\ governor. 
Until formally admitted focilizen- 
ship under the Stars nr :<l Sir-pes by 
('ongress, all iufcu'.if 'nts of Porto 
Rico will be considerei' ;if " aliens" 
from our point of view, i>ni will at 
the same time be "subjects" of the 
United States in their relati mship 
with foreign governments, even 
their mother country, of c uirse. 
Those who were born in some ot!ier 
Spanish possessions, but established 
in business in Porto Rico and con- 
tinuing to live there will become 
our subjects also, but n.iiive Porto 
Ricans who have moved ehewhere 
in Spanish territory will probably 
not, unless they wish to return and 
become American citizen" along 
with their old friends and neigh- 
bors. A clause, however, may be 
insertefl in the treaty of peace per- 
mitting such Porto Ricans as prefer 
to remove U) Spanish terrkory anrl 
remain under the dominion of 
Spain. If so, a certain time will 
firobably be allowed tli- m to 
straighten out of tlifdr affairs, sell 
their land and clear out. Such an 
evacuation would be r<;:arded by 
Uncle Sarn as " ; ood riddance," 
since he will not Compel any one 
to dwell in the shadow of "Old 
(tlory" wearing an expression of 
homesicknfiss for the old n;*! and 
yellow bann«!r. Wherever such 
cases fKJCUr there will be, right in 
line, more than an abundance of 
Yankee investx)rs anxious to pay a 
good price for property.

From i>ii,r JfoUtmori: Co rrenj)mi.ilcnt. 
The laying of tho corner stone of 
St. An n'.s Church for the Deaf of 
New York, excited much inlfMcst 
among the deaf of this city. It 
liiay int(?rest our r<;aders to know 
that the Baltimore Mission was 
started only six years after the in- 
auguration of church work among 
the deaf by Dr. Gallaud«!t, in 18.51. 
It outranks the Philadelphia Mis- 
sion by a few months, and has 
stood strong and solid ever since 
its establishment. Its fouiifler was 
the late Bishop Arthur Cleveland 
Coxe, then Rector of (Jrace Church. 
It is to be greatly regretted that 
the Mission hits not, until the j)re- 
sent year, had a resident mission- 
ary. Since its birth it has been 
managed by lay-roa<lers, some of 
them excellent men, such, for in- 
.stance, the venerabht aiul much 
lamented .lames S. Wells, but by 
reason of the djstraction incident 
on their secular em[)lf)yments, tl)(;y 
eouM do lit lie more than maintain 
tin; weekly services. Another fact 
of interest, not generally known, 
is that tin; first deaf-mute lay- 
n'ader in the world was Mr. Fran- 
cis Adams, of the Baltimore Mis- 
sion. It is to be regretted, there- 
fore, that Baltimore <;an claim 
nothing more subst.antial than age 
and permanence. Philadelphia 
has her All Souls' and New" York 
now her St, Ann's, but Baltimore 
still clings like an old ivy to the 
picturesque walls of'Grace Church. 
Indications are not wanting that 
after all we may have a church 
which we (!an <'all our own. We 
already havci made one important 
st<'p forward in that we have now 
a regularly ordained minister, the 
Rev. O. .1. Whildin, who promises 
well from the changes for the bet- 
ter he has thus far wrought, /ind 
from whom we exp<^ct still more. 
It may be that we will have lo wait 
some time, but in view of our 
patience of full foity-two years, a 
iialf score years more may not be 
so very, very long.

For twenty-flve years Mr. Mann 
has be)eu euigage-d in e)onelueting 
se-rvie-e-s in a language addieissed to 
the eye- insti-ael eif Ihe eai, thus giv- 
ing re-ligious instrue-tion tei a class 
of pe)rseins whei weiuld othe-rwise be 
elepriveil eif it. Ho is the first deaf- 
mute ordained to tho ministry 
West eif the Alleghaniew, and tho 
seeeiuel in the history of the) Chris- 
tian (Clinch. He has built up a 
Missiein in (!hicago, St. Louis, 
(Meveland, Pitlsburg, and many 
either eitie-s. In the e|uarter century 
eluring which he has labeirod among 
the scatle)red eleaf-mutes of the 
Uniteel State)s, he has hedd services 
in .'{07 dilTejient churches. Five 
eithe)! clergymen are similarly en- 
gaged in tlie Etist who are deaf- 
mutes, anel three who are not, but 
able to preach in the sign lan- 
guage. 

Mr. Mann who is about fifty 
ye)ars eif age, has a streing intellec- 
tual faeie) anel is a very inteilligent 
gi-ntleman. Be-feire going inlei the 
ministry hei was an instructor in 
the deaf-mute institute at Flint, 
Mich. He has travelled through 
Eureipe, aeUlre'ssing aueliene)c8 in 
the sijjn language; at Paris, Lon- 
elon and (>lasgow. Ilis Kurope)an 
neiteiboeik is very ceimplete;, and 
shows that while he is deprived of 
lie)aring, his power of observation 
has been acce)ntuated, and enables 
him to take in the sights as intelli- 
gently as persons meire fortunate. 

Mr. Mann can e)arry on an inter- 
view by wriliiig, wilheiut e-hanging 
he pe^sitiou of the pad while facing 
he other person, lie can road 
print or script upside down and 
can write very legibly upsiele elown. 
There are) abeiut 40,00(> eleaf-mute)s 
in the) United Sl.ate)s, the ratiei be- 
ing abeiut 1 tei 1,(!0().

The other day the writer in com- 
pany with Miss Mary C. Bierce, 
Mrs. v. P. Pratt and Mrs. Greener, 
made a trip up to the Home and 
found everything in good order. 
There has recently been made an 
addition to the number b(>ing cared 
for, in the person of Mr. James C. 
Isenbarg. He is the first regular 
male inmate admitted. lie entered 
the Inslititution here in 184:?, und(>r 
the Superintendency of H. N. Hub- 
bell, at the age of thirteen, from 
Worthingfon, this County. He is 
now sixty-eight years old. He was 
a farmer by occupation. We are 
not familiar with his history after 
leaving school, but no doubt his re- 
latives after the usefulness of life 
wor<> spent had no need of him. 
He appeared happy at the Home. 
Rheumatism has made hi. a almost 
unfit for work, and he spends most 
of his time in i-eading the papers. 
Mi.ss Bierce has presented the Home 
with a large door mat made by Mrs. 
Edam, of Cleveland, and iw just 
what was much needetl at the main 
entrance. 



In September, 18G9, there was ad- 
mitted into the institution from 
Zanesville, a pujiil by the name of 
Shryock. Besides being deaf and 
dumb one side was paralyzed, ren- 
dering one arm useless. Yet he was 
persevering and w hile at sduuil en- 
tered the printing oflice and learned 
the trade. After leaving he fol- 
lowed the occupation, working in 
his father's olhce an<l after the 
latter's death in that of his brother. 
He occjusionally visited the institu- 
tion after leaving school, an<l it 
gave him great pleasure to meet 
people here whom he knew in his 
school ilays. Saturday we received 
the following from a friend at 
Zanesvilie :

A Family's fvilsfortunes -• Rellffious, 
Social, and Personal Items.

The detailed account of the Am- 
erican Association of the rnstruc- 
tors of the Deaf, at Columbus, as 
given in the Journal, cannot fail 
to attract attention, while the 
many subjects of essays reatl will 
likely provoke discussion for 
months to come. Beginning with 
the Presitient'saddn^sson the merit 
and s{)oil8 system, it would seem 
proper that the merit system should 
begin at home. For instance, in 
the linited States Civil Service, 
appointment*! to positions are ba.sed 
upon the .stamling of the appli- 
cant« at the examinations, without 
regard to their political opinions or 
religious afWliations. Is this sys- 
tem in vogue in the deaf schogls in 
the land? True it would be much 
better that the principal of a 
.school should have -Ji voice in the 
selection of his teachers rather 
than the Governor, but how shall 
he select them y Shall he give 
promising candidates for teachers 
some subordinate position, such as 
siipei visor or instructor of sewing, 
and watch their development like 
Dr. Crouter? Or try a new de- 
piirtur(> and have a competitive ex- 
anvination system of api)ointment ? 
This would dose uj) at once all at- 
tempt« of the i)oliticians to get 
their friends positions in the school 
regardless of their lack of qualifi- 
cations for the iiosition. (.'an any 
one deny that one has to have a 
''jiuir'to get a position in the 
scliools for the deaf? 

Supt. Riiy struck the right note 
in complaining that farming and 
diiirying were neglected at the 
schools. I think there is no better 
occupation for tlie deaf than farm- 
ing, but circumstances alter cases. 
The oNvner of a large farm can 
make it pay, but that of a small 
farm will always l)e hard up for 
ready cash, and hence the advan- 
tage of being master of some gooil 
trjide to work at during the winter 
months. Kvery deaf farmer I have 
mot told n\e so. One of the most 
prosperous mutes within Indiana 
gave diligeitt attention to shoe- 
making while at the school, after 
graduating then took to farming in 
summer and shoemaking in wint<>r, 
with a natural transition into sad- 
dlery. The result surpassed his 
most sanguine exiM>ctalions. There 
would seem to be no necessity for 
separating farming and handi- 
craft. They could bo carried on at 
the .same time. The same might 
hold with straight and job printing. 

As to Mr. Argo's complaint of 
the difliculty of proou'ring com- 
petent trade instructors, the query 
arises. Who is to blame foi it? If 
principals would give more per- 
sonal attention to the school room 
and the shop, in.sfead of concern- 
ing himself with the flesh pots of 
l^^^yp'i there would be less iwm- 
plaint of poor scholars and poor 
trade beginners. Let this random 
shot find lodgment where it should. 
I give no names. This deterioration 
is nearly the result of the spoils 
system and, of course, does not ap- 
ply to the general run of princi- 
pals, who are thomughly conscien- 
tious of the responsibilities of their 
position and have grown gray in 
carrying them out. 

The naval pageant in New York 
City in honor of the returning 
victorious ships from the war was 
read with great intort^st hero. 
Those who have either visited or 
lived in the Eastern metropolis 
could imagine the gala event, and 
made no effort to conceal their 
feelings of wishing to have been 
there — ^'specially the Fanwood and 
Lexingttin Avenu«> gr.iduafes. The 
war with Spain has been short and 
tleclsive. American prowess aiul 
pluck has delivered Spain terrific 
blows, that has knoektwl her (dean 
otT the Western Hemisphere, where 
she has reigned for centuries with 
blood !uid oj^pression. America 
takes her i>lace as one of the powers 
of the world, a friend to be courted, 
a foe to be dreaded. Admiral De- 
wey, striking tlie first and last 
blow in order to pave the way for 
the Westwartl progrv>ss of the 
" stara and stripes," is not the 
least surprise in the kalei.l.w<.,ni,' 
t)f Strang* event* of the w,i 

Naturally friends and p.innts 
look towanls the nMurning of the 
soldiers with lively interest, and not 
the least of them is Jo.seph G. Park- 
inson, the patent lawyer, whose 
stm, Lee 1). Parkijison, who enlist- 
ed in First Illinois, Company C, 
writes homo thus : 

" The white soldiers fought well 
— m.'vgnificently, but as for the 
colored troops, the Tentii Cavalry, 
they simply outdid everybody. 



They fought like fiends. Nothing 
on earth could stop them. One of 
them fohl us that an English oflicer 
said he did not see how a certain 
hill was to be taken without artil- 
lery, and this eolored soldier said : 
' We showed him how.' After they 
took it they sat on top of the hill 
and sang, while the bullets were 
coming from all directions. 

'• Our whole army is certainly in 
rags and tatters, and wo look very 
slouchy — but the way they can 
fight ! I am tlressed in a pair of 
butternut canvas trousers and blue 
shirt ; a cent is an unknown quan- 
tity, and tho,se that have soap are 
bondholders." 

The father of t^uy Raser met 
with a painful accident in Omaha, 
which incapacitates him from run- 
ning his restaurant near the Ex- 
position. He was riding in an 
electric ear, when the latter gave a 
lurch and threw him out. Being a 
heavy man he was severely injured, 
mid did not rt>gain consciousness 
for three hours. " Misfortunes 
don't come singly," finds an apt 
illustration in this ca,se Mr. Raser 
has been out of work for some 
time, though your correspondent is 
trying to get him a position with 
relatives of the former, the Lo/.iers, 
of Toledo, Ohi<i, makei-s of celebrat- 
ed Cleveland wheel, and owners of 
four bicycle factories.

His 
trans-continental trip may be the 
last he will undertftke. Rev. Mr. 
Mann is an ardent advocate of eon- 
venlions. The religious side of it is 
manifest, while Principals of the 
raw Western schools come intoc<m- 
tact with the more progiessive 
K.istern Educators, and carry the 
.seed back with them, from which 
springs forth glorious fruit.
